LET THEM SNEER THAT OFF 
Sneering at the supreme court of the Lnited State« 
seems to be nearing its end. 
It was a difficult thing to get under w ay, 
Some 
have been attempting it a long time. 
The proposal 
of the elder Lafollette to give the congress power to 
override the decisions of the court was not accompa­ 
nied so much by sneers as by class appeal. 
Government 
by sneers is a later development. 
When Roosevelt open­ 
ed the way with his message that has been so horribly 
discredited by his own political party, the sneering brig­ 
ade all fell into line. 
Things are somewhat different now. 
In a powerful document written by 
leading mem­ 
bers of the democratic party, the senate* judiciary com­ 
mittee rejected the Roosevelt proposal to enlarge the 
court. 
The subject was treated in an exhaustive man­ 
ner, and regardless of whether the 
president 
is vic­ 
torious, whether he decides to compromise, or whether 
he loses, this document 
wdi rank with the greatest 
in 
the history of this young nation, epitomized as it is 
in 
the concluding paragraph: 
Tt is a measure which should be so emphatically 
rejected that its parallel will never again be presented 
to the free representatives of the free people of Amer­ 
ica.” 
This report occupies thirteen columns of newspaper 
type, 
hew 
persons will see the full report and only 
a handful of persons will read it. 
We are disposed to 
make selections from it in order that readers of this 
column may have a reading acquaintance with it. 
W e 
expect to do that more than one day.
